AsI was 
a Cliff not long fince, you may de- 
hg its authenticity. hough I 
dsfore tranf{mittedit to the country pa- 
per, yet it is fo fingular a character, 
and has excited fuch curiofity in moft 
sof this kingdom, that your va- 
tu: ble and widely-circulated publica- 
Hoa appeared (with your permiffion) 
Me only proper channel to convey it 
to the public. C.

He 
nm anative of Cliff, but came out 
orkthire, to refide there upon 
ovember, 1800, 


obtaining a fmall eftate in that place. 
He is at prefent poffeffed of about 
sol. per annum in landed property, 
and is generally fuppofed to be worth 
money. ‘There is no doubt of his 
being deranged ; yet, by thofe who 
beft know him, he is thought a 
fhrewd cunning fellow, A tinker 
who made his appearance fome years 
ago at Cliff, who was an occafional 
preacher, firft infected the poor man 
with his enthufiaftic delirium; for, 
with this itinerant apoftle he formed 
a {trict intimacy ; and the warm ima- 
gination of the one being fermented 
by the canting of the other, Dakin 
began to taney himfelf Jefus Chrift. 
His fifter, Hannah Falkner, who 
lived with him, did not efcape the 
contagion ; and in their frenzy-fits 
they have not unfrequently ran into 
the water ill they were in danger of 
being drowned, calling on the people 
‘to follow the lamb.’ Nay, once 
they proceeded with lighted torches 
to fet fire to a liayrick. Such acts of 
infanity, however, caufed them at 
laft to be taken before a magiftrate, 
who advifed their friends to fend them 
to fome proper perfon to be takencare 
of ; and they were accordingly fent 
to Dr. Willis. ‘hey were, how- 
ever, foon liberated ; and fince that 
time Dakin has been more reafonable 
and cautious ; not but he ftill is oc- 
cafionally poffeffed with the idea of 
his being the Saviour !

Some time after he came home 
from Dr. Willis, he cloathed himfelt 
in fackcloth, and attended at the pa- 
rifh church for the purpofe of receiv- 
ing the facrament. he ofhciating 
curate, however, refufed him ; up- 
on which he made a vow that he 
would never enter it again; and, in 
order to have fome place for public 
worthip, he built a meeting-houfe, 
and procured a preaclier to offictate in 
yt. But this only lafled one year ; 
and it is now unconfecrated, and “¥ 
terally metamoysphofed into a dove- 
cote | ‘Lhe fums of money he has 
diftribated at Cliff are incredible ; par- 
ticulariy in lent, wien the inhabitants 
from all the neighboyring vill. Iges for 
miles around would flock to his dwel- 
ling. Some were regaled with hot 
bread, cheefe, and beer ; and others 
fent back wih many admonitions and 
revilings. . ‘This expence he was the 
better enabled to attord by his ftrict 
and unremitting attention to bufineds, 
which is vending the curner’s ware 
of Cif (for which it is much noted), 

and the plated goods from Birming- 
ham, and by his farming. 

Yet, notwithftanding he pretends 
to a life of holinefs, and a peculiar 
fanctuty of charac ter, his morality, 
to fay the beft of it, is very fufpici- 
ous. Among his diiciples there is the 
wife of John Burrell, a turner, his 
fellow-townfinan, who has for many 
vears refced with him, regardlets of 
herhutband and family, w hich contilts 
of four fons and a daughter, the el- 

deft about 25, and the youngeit about 
12 years Of age. 

The ecvafion of his prefent per- 
ambulation is the death of his filter 
fome months ago, leaving him a pro- 
perty of about 2000). to be diftribued 
to the poor. ‘This fiiter, in order to 
keep his vow, he would not futter to 
be buried by the clergyman, but in- 
terred her himfelf in lus own meeting- 
houfe. Iler death has much aftected 
him. for he had perfuaded himfelt 
that neither ef them could die; and

he has determined to make a year’s 
pilgrimage (as he fays) to difpofe of 
her legacy. He fet off from Clig 
fome time ago, travelling South- Wef 
accompanie od by Mary Burrell. Ti hey 
had three affes laden with wooden. 
ware, plated goods, &c. which, it 
appears, they fell exceffive dear, 
When afked, at what time he thouli 
return home, he anfwered, at chnif. 
mas ; but he rather thought never, 
as by chriftmas he fuppofed the world 
would be atan end. His fifter’s fate 
bore fo hard upon him, that he has 
neglected. to cuitivate his land fince 
that period. The wheat crop indeed 
was ir the ground when the died; 
and this he has commiffioned one John 
Nutt, of Cliff, to harveft, that, if 
he returns, he may give it to the 
poor. The reft ot his land is ving 
ufelefs and uncultivated. His politi. 
cal opinions are dubious ; for he has 
appeared at the head of two or three 
mobs; one particularly at Oundle 
when the fupplementary militia was 
ballotted for, Cliff is a town not un 
known to the world, being many 
ears the abode, if not the birth- 
place, of the famous William Law. 





Anecdotes of Capt. Cook. 


BOUT three years ago, bei 
A in the North of England, 
accidentally met witha very refpeda- 
ble man, the owner of two velflel 
which traded between Cleveland pot, 
afmall creek in the river Tees, and 
London. He told me that he wa 
born at Marton, and went to {choo 
with Cook. It was a very obfcure 
feminary, the mafter a decent mat 
whio taught: reading, writing, 
arithmetic, comformably to. antient 
practice. ‘The number of his fchw- 
lars were about thirty, being chietiy 
the children of people in the lowel 
ranks of life, or of induftrious fam- 
ers mn the neighbourhood, of the vik 
lage. Young Cook was never @ 
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¢-hool, and was in general left behind 
in their juvenile expeditions. ‘This 
my informer attributed to his fteady 
adherence to his own plans and 
(hemes, never giving way to the 
contre-projets of his affociates. ‘This, 
inftead of conciliating their regard, 
naturally rendered them averfe from 
his company ; and my friend, who 
was more intimate and a greater tavou- 
ite with the young navigator than the 
ret of his {chool-fellows, faid, that 
‘he had fuch an obftinate and fturdy 
wav of his own’ as made him fome- 
timesappear in an unpleafant light :’ 
notwithitanding which ** there was a 
fomething”’ in his manners and de- 
portment, which attracted the reve- 


rence and refpect of the other boys.— 


Frequently on an evening, when they 
had aflembled together in the village 
to fet out m fearch of bird-netts, 
Cook might be feen in the midit of 
then {lrenuoully contending that they 
fhould proceed to a particular fpot,— 
Thishe would fometimes do with 
fuch inflexible earnettnefs as to be de- 
ferted by the greater part of his com- 
trades. Who does nothere perceive 
the feeds of that undaunted refoluti- 
on and perfeverance, which after- 
wards accelerated his progrefs to im- 
mortality? As to his attainments in 
the fchool, I was told. ‘* there was 
hothing which diftinguifhed him much 
fromthe other boys.’’ He did not 
prognofticate his future greatnefs like 
Herculesin his cradle; nor had he 
any keen and experinced obferver to 
lay of him, as Svila_ of Ceefar, that 
‘in that boy he perceived many Ma- 
lius’s.”’ 

I now come toan anecdote of this 
greatman witch places hin in the 
moltamiable point of view. At the 
tune the liadeavour was hiting out i 
the river tor his farft voyage, his @ld 
choulfellow (to whom I am indebted 
tor thefe particulars) was matter of a 
‘mall loop. He informed me that 
one atternoon as he was coming up 
river laden withe» goods, he acci- 
ly run athwart the bows of the 
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Endeavour when fhe was dropping 
down, and did her contiderable da- 
mage. On this he was ordered on 
board to explain his conduct to the 
commander. <As foon as he entered 
the cabin, Cook, with a frown of 
difpleafure, tharply reproved him for 
his negiigence. His quondam friend, 
without atiempting to excufe himielf, 
faid with afeamaulike bluntnefs, ciate 
‘ he honed he would deal kindly with 
an old acquaintance.’ Cook’s curio- 
lity now induced him to requett an 
explanation ; which his friend accor- 
dingly gave him by fimply reciting the 
adventures of their youthful years.—— 
The turprize and pleafuye which he 
tellified on this occafion were very 
great; and he liftened to the anecdotes 
of his native village with emotion, 
They founded to his ear, in the fitua- 
tion he then was, as ** (ales ot other 
times ;”? and the prefence oi the com- 
panion of his infancy recalled to his 
remembrance the almoft obliterated 
fcenes of early life. On his depar- 
ture, Cook fhewed him every mark 
of kindnefs endrefpect, gave him a 
quantity of wine, and made him va- 
rious other preients. I think the na- 
tive goodnefs of this great man is 
{trongly pourtrayedin thisanecdote.— 
When I contider the relative f{ituati- 
ons of the parties, the one appointed 
the conductor of an undertaking of 
the utmoft national importance, the 
other toiling in an employment the 
molt humble and laborious, | cannot 
futicjently admire him, who forgot 
the fuperiority of his {tation in the 
ardour of friendihip, and, rejecting 
the dictates of pride, generoully re- 
cognized his old companion with af- 
{cétion anc ef{teem. VEDRA.

them: that the European nations are 
all wicked infidels, knowing an art of 
warwhich is fometimes dangerous ; 
but that they will be all conquered in 
time, and reduced to obedience of the 
Sultan; that their women and chil- 


dren ought to be carried into captivity, 


that no faith is to be kept with them, 
*and that they ought allto be mafla- 
cred, if they refufe to become Maho- 


metans; yet a phophecy exilts, that 


the fons of yellownefs, interpreted fo 
ke the Rufians, are totake Conflan- 
unople: that the Englifh are powertul 
by fea, and the french by land. ‘The 
latter are called the great infidels.—~ 
The ‘Turks are acquainted with no 
details of European countries,

‘The money was, however, 
taken from him, and, on his landing 
in France, he immediately made a 
halty collection of proverbs, which 
he printed tor fublittence.

T is too notorious, and much to 

belamented, that the various means 

which have been ufed hitherto, for re- 
lieving and bettering the condition of 
the poor and lower clafles of the peo- 
ple have proved, generally ineffectual. 
The axe has not been laid to the rooe, 
or elfe the object would have been 
obtained. ‘Ihe beft relief that can be 
procured tor the poor mutt come from 
themfeives, viz. the frattice of a@cono- 
my. Neither conflant work nor good 
wares will better the condition of them 
without ceconomy (fo far as relates to 
dict efpecially) be enjoined and purfu- 
ed, 

[tis in vain, anda wa/ffeful wfe of 
money, toattempt to effect it other- 
wife. We tee men earning from as. 
6d. to §s. a day,and yet they and their 
families appear in rags and other em- 
blems of poverty ; and this povesty, 
in nine cafes out of ten, originates 
from ignorance in cookery, and willful 
walte. Food andits modes of pre- 
paration are very important matters 
tothem, becaufe three-fourths of their 
incomes are expended in this way : 
and hence, any plan that woukl tend 
to lefJen this demand on their incomes 
is fii ik in? at the very rool of the e- 
vil. 

All thofe plans and projects that 


have heen ufed hitherto are very tedi- 


ous and round-about ones ; valt fum 
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of money expended to little purpofe. 
To animadvert on them would extend 
this addrefs to great length; but I can- 
not omit noticing one of them in par- 
ticular ; IT mean, the abfurd cufkom 
of diftributing deefand deer, at Chrift- 
mas, to made 2 or 300 people 


amounting in the whole to the coit of 


the donor, rol. 2o0l. or gol. ; and all 
for what ? For ome meal or two at the 
moft. After this aét of generolity 
thefe benefactors then fa//e/y fuppofe 
they have done wonders, and the 
news-papers as falfely proclaim them. 
The poor are then left zo /ook out el/e- 
where for the remaining 364 days in 
tlie year. What good can ome mea 
or twodoa man, fuppofing the bet 
ini Chriftendom ? Would it not be a 
much nore wholefome plan, to em- 
ploy this rol.

‘The compofition of each 
is asfollows: Forthe brown lozen- 
ges, take of extract of jalap_ three 
pounds and a half, of mercurial pa- 
mnacea feven ounces, of white fugar 
nine pounds ; mix them well together, 
and when they, are beaten into a co- 
hefive mafs roll them out ona ftone, 
and cut into'the requitite number of 
lozenges. ‘Lhe rolling 1s to be form- 
ed by a machine which fpreads the 
mafs of an equal thicknefs through- 
out. The lozenges arecut out bya 
hollow ftamp sei are each to contain 
one grainot the mercurial panacea.

- of the firft of our critics tacitly 


denies Goldfmith a place amongft the. 


Englith. poets, I cannot be led to con- 
fider his Deferted Village in any other 
point of view, than as an admirable 
paftoral poet, abounding in more 
beautifal defcriptions,. more lively and 
juftly drawn pictures.of rural life, 


than any poem in our language ; and, 


if the Deferted Village will not bear 
the clofe teft of rigid-criticifm, (an 


opinion, which I for an individual. 


cannot. fubferibe to) the poet mutt at 
leaft be allowed to have nobly de- 
parted from vulgar rules, and to have 
{natched a grace heyond the- reach of 
art. Perhaps the: higheft panegy rick 
that can bepaffed on the Deferted Vil- 
lage, is this : Since its appearance in 
the world, there has not followed a 


fingle eminent, nay, fcarcely a tolera-. 


ble poem, on a fimilar fubject ; where 
we have feen it attempted, we con- 
ftantly find the writer hed the Defert- 
ed Village in his mind’s eye ;, and we 
find fcarcely more than Goldf{mith’s 
thoughts and fantiments difguifed and 
disfigured; for in truth he may be 


faid to have poffeffed himfelf of the. 


moft marked and agreeable litle in-

pleafare to the contemplative mind. 
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The-fentiments contained in the De.

fme temparature, and harmonizing 
ito the fame tone with his own, 
obliging him to purfue the fame train 
aad track of thought with hinfelf. 
A lively and ftriking inftance of this, 
as well as of a fotmer obfervation, 
occurs in the ‘Traveller, a poem, ad- 
dreffed to his brother. The paflage, 
however notorious, is worth tranf- 
cribirig. The mind of the poetic read- 
waiuit involuntarily travel and fym- 
pathize with the poet :

Is it pofhble to converge more 
beauties in the fame compafs, than we 
find here. Jn the firft lines what a 
lively and affecting picture does the 
poct give of the folitary and infulated 
fituation of himfelf; a man, with a 
highly cultivated underftanding, conf- 
cious of fuperior genius and talents, 
travelling on foot, unknowing, and 
unknown, amongtt the illiterate boors 
of Flanders, without a friend or rela- 
ton within kingdoms of him. How 
jultly is the deep and ftill- flowing 
Scheld defcribed, under the epithet 
lazy, and the rapid and meandering 
Po, under that of wandering. How 
rinely does he call the ftranger 
houfe ¢/s, while he, perhaps, is fpeak-

img from experience; but it was a 
matter of boaft, rather than ‘a confef- 
bon of Goldfmith’s, that while tra-

But the laft four lines of the above 
paffage, contain, in my mind, ‘the 


principal beanties, both of fenti- 
ment and language, that this fpecies 
of poetry admits of ; the idea of the 
author’s heart remaining at home, 
untravelled, while every ep he takes 
adds but another link to an invifible 
chain, that {till connects him'to hie 
brother, can only be furpaffed by the 
language it is expreffed in; the in- 
trinfic beauty of the fentiment, toge- 
ther with the happy manner it is can- 
veyed in, mutt fenfibly ftrike every 
reader, I do not know of four more 
beautiful lines in -Euglith poetry ; 
they would aloné ftamp a degree of 
poeuc character on their author. 
But, however admirable altogether 
Goldimith’s ‘Vraveller niay beetteem- 
ed, however numerous ‘its "héauties, 
{tili at Catunot be pronounced {fw well- 
digefted a poem as the Deterted Vil- 
lage; in the one- we with difficulty 
difcover the fun of the poet’s genius in 
its meridian—while in the other we 
behold it approaching its korizon, 
with a luminous and tranquil fere- 
nity. sate 

It has been contended, but I think 


without foundation, that the Deferted 


Village bears too palpable an evidence 
of the labour beitowed upon it; a 
criticiim, that without. admitting its 
truth, I apprehend to have arifen from 
a declaration’ of the author’s—that, 
while digefting the plan of his poein, 
he thought i no inconfiderable day’s ” 
labour that produced him one or two 
unobjectionable couplets. Was 
even practicable, in the compafs of a

Notwithftcnding, however, thefe ne- 
gligences, {for r canno: bring myfelf 
to call them by a harfher epithet) the 
Deferted Viliege will always be con- 
fidered as a beautiful nofegay, an af- 
femblage of juft and lively defcrip- 
tions, that will ever reflect the highett 
honour on the talents of the poet who 
conceived, and the tafte of the nation 
that approved them , andindeed Gold{- 
mith had himfelf the fatisfaction of 
finding his labours nobly repaid ; for 
the extenfive circulation, and confe- 
quently the profits arifing from this 
Inttle work, were great beyond any 
precedent ; nor did this poem, like 
fome of our moft perfect poetic com- 
pofitions, remain for any time unnot- 
ticed or difregarded, it at once affumed 
jis deftined rank, a rank it was juftly 
and eminently entitled ta. It 1s al- 
moft impofhble to conceive (notwith- 
ftanding fome loofe evidence to the 
contrary) that the man who could 
have conceived fuch noble fentiments, 
and clothed them in fuch language as 
our author has done—who could have 
drawn fueh a highly coloured picture 
of moral and religious perfection, as 
we find in the perfon of the Village 
Curate, could himfelt be deficient in 
any of the fundamental virtues. And 
here, Lthink, | may, without impro- 
prety, apply thofe obfervations to the 
poet, that Dr. Blair applies to the 
orator. It is certain, that without 
pofle fin 
itrong degree, no man can attain 
eminence in the fublime parts of 
poetry. He mutt feel what a good 


man feels, if he expects greatly to

‘The following is the re- 
port: ‘C.'Pochon (the inventor), 
began with foaking in water a certain 
guantity of linen, which was after- 
Wards equally preffed.’ A portion of 
this was placed upon the ventilators, 
where it is conftantly agitated whuilft 
expofed to the moft violent aChon of 
the air. ‘Lhe linen uponthismachine 
dried in forty-five minutes, whereas 
the other portion, which had been 
equally moiftened’ .and prefled, was 
hardly dry in cleven- hours. By a 
further improvement in the machine- 
ry, of which itis very capable, ei 
pecially of the air-pump with whic) 
the moift air is withdrawn and diy 
air fubftituted, a ftill greater efiect 
may be expected from this machine. 

Mr. Buichendorf of Leiptic has gi- 
ven the following uictul procels fo 
tinnine copper vetflels which has the 
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alvantage of being very durable and 
perfectly innoxious, as st contains not 
a particle oflead. * When the vef- 
fellas been p epared and cleaned in 
the ufual manner, it muft be rough- 
ened on the infide by bemg beat on a 
rough anvil,in order that that tinning 
may hold better. ‘The firft coating 
of tin is given with perfectly yer 
grained tin, witlr the addition of fal- 
aramoniac. ‘his coating, which 
contiits of two pasts tin mixed with 
three of zinc, which muft be applied 
wn fal-ammonme {mooth and eyen. 
ft is then to be hammered with a 
fmootiing hammer, after it has been 
psoperly fcoured with chalk and wa- 
ter, which renders x more folid, and 
gives X afmooth and compact fur- 
face. 

‘This tmning ts very durable, and 
has a beautiful colour which it always 
retains. 

Desfontaines had at length finifh- 
ed his grand work, the Flora of 
Mount Atlas. It contains a defcrip- 
tion of 1600 plants, 300 of which 
were not before known, and 161 
plates. 

Decandolle has publifhed four faf- 
exculi of the grammaceous plants, 
with engravings by Redoute. 

Desfontaines has given to the public 
Ris excellent memoir on the ftructure 
of the monocotyledonous - plants, or 
tho!e that have one feminal leaf, fuch 
as the palmz, afparag, junci, &c. 
He has fhown that the whole internal 
part of thefe vegetables is compofed 
of medullary matter and a few longi- 
tudinal fibres.

SIR JOHN PARNELL, 


EX-CHANCELLOR OF THE EX- 
CHEQUER IN IRELAND. 
His gentleman, whofe — late 


| dilmiffion ‘rom office has been 
the fubject of converfation inthe pare 
haments of Great Britain end Iree 
land, 1s the gpraid-iiephew of thelate 


dean Parnell, author ot the Hermit, ° 


&c. whoic memory 1s alfo perpe- 
tuated by an cacellent Parian marble 
batto placed in the library of Lriniy 
Coliege, Dublin. 

Lhe honour of a baronetage was 
conterred upon this gentleman’s fa- 
ther by his prefent majetty November 
3d, 1766: the title defcended to fir 
John about the year 1783. Soon 
after this gentleman attained the age 
of manhood, he was returned to 
ferve in the Irith parliament for the 
QMueen’s county, for which county 
he ftill continues to be one of the 
fitting members. 

In the late earl of Northington’s 
adminifiiation, fir Jolin Parnell was 
appointed one of the chief commif- 
fioners of cuftoms and excude ; andas 
fuch offices do not exclude gentlemen 
from the parliament ot ihe fifter 
kingdom, fir John continued to give 

in his 
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his afiftance to the adminiftration in 
the Irifh fenate. 

For a feries of years a great inti- 
macy has exifted bgtween fir John 
and Mr. Fofier, fpeaker of the Irith 
houfe of commons, whom he 1s 
known to have confulted upon every 
queftion of great national concern, 
and whofe fucceffor he became in the 
important office of chancellor of the 
exchequer, in the year 1786, under 
the adminiftration of the late duke of 
Rutland 

Sir John continued to difcharge 
the duties of this ftation for ten years, 
under the fucceflive adminiftrations of 
the duke of Rutland, marquis of 
Buckingham, and earl of Weftmore- 
land, with unfhaken fteadinets. Upon 
the arrival of earl Fitzwilliam, im 
1795, he co-operated with Mr. 
Grattan and the other members 
of ‘the oppofitiion, who then came 
into power, He thus fecured his con- 
tinuance in office during the fhort- 
lived adminiftration of that illuftrious 
nobleman, and alfo during that of earl 
Camden, and part of that of the 
marquis Cornwallis, by whom he 
has, however, been recently difmiffed. 

When the important queftion of 
an incorporating legiflative union be- 
tween Great Britain ang Ireland was 
introduced into the Irifh parliament, 
fir John Parnell was difintereftedly 
againft the adoption, or even intro- 
duction of the meafure. ‘he refult 

was, that he was difmiffed from his 
office by the marquis Cornwallis, and 
a fucceflor appointed in the perfon of 
Mr. Corry. 

He is now nearly fifty years of 
age, married a daughter of the late fir 
Arthur Brooke, bari. and has feve- 
ral children; his prncipal country 
refidence is at Rathleaguc, near Ma- 
ryborough, in Queen's county. Upon 
the death of a near relation, im the 


vear 1I7QO0, he iucceeded fo one of 


the moft beautiful and highly cultivat- 
ed eftates in Treiand, called Avon

Hiftorical Anecdetes of Mufic in Eng. 
land, during the frefent and COhe 
cluding Century. Continued from 
Page 219. 





N 1768, Guadagni made a_ great 
. hgure. He had been in this coun. 
iry early in life, as ferious man ina 
burletta troop of fingers. His voice 
was then a full, and well toned coun- 
ter tenor; but he fung wildly and 
carelefsly. ‘The excellence of his 
voice, however, attracted the notice 
of Handel, who affigned him the parts 
in his oratorios, the Meffiah and 
Sampfon, which had been originally 
compofed for Mrs. Cibber. He quit 
ted London for the firft time about 
1753- Lhe higheft expectations ot 
his abilities were raifed by fame, before 
his fecond arrival at the time of which 
we treat. As an actor he feems to 
have hadno equal on any ftage in 
Curope. His figure was uncommon: 
ly elegant and noble ; his countenance 
yeplete with beauty, intelligence, and 
dignity ; his attitudes were full of 
grace and propriety. 
remembered his voice when formerly 
it England, were now difappointed: 
In was comparatively thin and feebie ; 
he had now changed it toa foprano, 
and extended its compafs from {x of 
feven notes to fourteen -or fifteen— 
The mufic he fung was the m 
fimple imagmable ; a few notes wil 
frequent paufes, and opportunilie 
of being liberated from the comp 
fer and the band, were all he required: 
In thefe effufions, feemingly ext™ 
poraneous, he difplayed the native 
power of melody unaided by harm 
ny or even by unifonous — 
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ment: the pleafure he communicated 
proceeded principally from his artful 
manner of diminifhing the tones of 
his voice, likethe dying notes of the 
Aolian harp. Moft other fingers af- 
fect a fwell; but Guadagni, after 
beginning a note with force, attenu- 
ated it fo delicately that it poffeffed all 
the effect of extreme diftauce. During 
the feafon 1770 and 1771, ‘Venducci 
was the immediate fucceffor of Gua- 
dagni. ‘his performer, who ap- 
peared in England firft only as a fing- 
erof thefecond or third clafs, was, 
during his refidence in Scotland and 
Ireland, fomuch improved as to be 
well received as firft man, not only 
on the ftage of London, but in all the 
great theatres of Italy. 

[t was during this period that danc- 
ing feemed frit to gain the afcendancy 
oyer mutic by the fuperior talents of 
mademonfelle Heinel, whofe grace 
and execution were fo perfect as to 
eclipfe all other excellence. 

In the firft opera performed in the 
feafon 1772, appeared mifs Cecilia 
Davies, known in Italy by the name 
of L’Inglefina, Mifs Davies had the 
honour of being the firft Englifh wo- 
man who had ever been thought 
worthy of finging on any flage in 
Italy. She even performed with ec/at 
the principal female charaéters on ma- 
ny of the great theatres of that coun- 
try. Gabrielli only on the continent 
wasfaidto furpafs her. Her voice, 
though not of great volume, was 
clear and perfeétly in tune; her fhake 
Was open and diitinét, without the 
lluggithnefs of the French cadence. 
The flexibility of her throat rendered 
her execution equal to the mott rapid 
divifions. 

The feafon 1775 and 1776 was. 
rendered memorable by the arrival of 
the celebrated Catarina Gabrielli, 
ltyled early in lite La Cuochetina, 
from being the daughter ofa cardinal’s 
Cookat Rome. She had, - however, 
mher countenance and deportment 
0 indications of low birth. Her 
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manner and appearance depicted dig- 
nity and grace. So great was her 
reputation before her arrival in Eng- 
land for finging and for caprice, that 
the public expecting perhaps in both 
too much, were unwilling to allow 
her due praife for her performance, 
and were apt to afcribe every thing 
fhe didto pride and infolence. Her 
voice, though exquitite, was not ve- 
ry powerful. Her chief excellence 
having been the neatnefs and rapidity 
of her execution, the furprife of the 
public muft have been much dimi- 
nifhed after hearing mifs Davies, who 
fung many of the fame fongs in the 
fame ftyle, and with a neatnefs fo 
nearly equal, that common hearers 
could diftinguifhed no ditterence. ‘The 
diftinguifhing critic, however, might 
have difcovered a fuperior fweetnefs 
in© Gabrielli’s voice, an ele- 
gance in the finifhing of her mufical 
periods or paflages, an accent and 
precifion in divitions, fuperior not 
only to mifs Davies, but to every 
other finger of her time, 

About the time of which we have 
been treating, the proprietors of the 
Pantheon in Oxford-ftreet ventured 
to engage Agujari, at the enormous 
talary of 100! fer night, for finging 
wo fongs only ! She was a truly 
wonderful performer. ‘The lower 
part of her voice was full, round, 
and of excellent quality ; its compafs 
amazing. She had two oétaves of 
fair natural voice, from A in the 
fifth ime on the batsto A on the fixth 
line on the treble, and beyond that in 
alt the had in early youth more than 
another o¢tave. She hasbeen heard 
to afcend to Bb in altiffime. Her 
{hake was open and perfect; her 
intonation true ; her execution mark- 
ed and rapid ; the ftyle of her finging, 
in the natural com pais of her voice, 
grand and majéftic. 

In 1776, arrived Anna Pozzi, as 


fucceffor to Gabrielli. She poffeffed 


a voice clear, fweet and powerful; 
but her inexperience, both as dn ac- 
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tre{s and a finger, produced a contraft 
very unfavourable to her when com- 
pared with fo celebrated a performer 
as Gabrielli. Since that time, how- 
ever, Pozzi, with more ttudy and 
knowledge, has become one of the 


‘beft and moft admirable female-fingers 


in Italy. 

After the departure of Agujari, for 
the fecond and laft time, the mana- 
gers ot the Pantheon engaged Georgi, 
as her fucceflor. Her voice was ex- 
quilitely fine, but totally uncultvated. 
She went to Italy again where fhe was 
emploved as the firll woman. 

During the feafons 1777 and 1778, 
the principal fingers at the opera im 
fondon, were Francefco Roncagha, 
and Francefea Danze, afterwards 
madame Le Brun. Roncaglia_ pof- 
fefied a fweet-toned voice ; but ofthe 
three greac requifites of a complete 
ftage-linger, pathos, grace, and exe- 
cution, whichthe Italians call canta- 
bile, grazto/o and bravura, he could 
lay claim only to the fecond. His 
voice when confined to a room leaves 
nothing to with for. Danze hada 
voice well in tune, a good fhake, 
ereat execution, prodigious compafs, 
wiih great knowledge of mutic ; yet 
the pleafure her performance imparted 
was not equal to thefe accomplith- 
ments: but her object was not fo 
much pathos and grace, as to furprize 
by the imitation of the tone and dith- 
culties of inflruments. 

This year, Pacchierotti appeared in 
London, whither his high reputation 
had: penetrated long before. “Phe na- 
tural tone of his voice was interetting 
{weet and-patheuc. His compafs was 
very great. He poffeffed an unbound- 
ed fancy, and the power not only of 
executing the mott difheult and refin- 
ed paflages, but of inventing emi- 
bellifmenct entirely new.  Ferdinan- 
do Beatoni, a weli-known compolfer, 
came along with Pacchierett: ta Bri- 
tain. : 

During the lait fifteen years, danc- 
ing has become an important branch 
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of the amufements of the opera-houfe. 
Mademoifelle Heinel, young Vettris, 
and mademoifelle Baccelli had, during 
fome years, delighted the audience 2 
the opera ; but on the arrival of Vef- 
tris the elder, pleafure was exchanged 
for ecftafy. In the year 1781, Pac. 
chierotti had by this time been fo fre. 
quently heard that his flinging was 
not an impediment to converfation 
but while the elder Veftris. was on the 
liage, mot a breating was to be 
heard. Thofe lovers of mufic who 
talked the loudeft ‘while Pacchierottj 
fung, were{in agonies of terror lef 
the graceiul movements of Veftris, /- 
dieu de la dance, thould be difturbed 
by audible ‘approbation. Since that 
time, the moit mute and refpectfal 
attention has been paid to the manly 
grace of Le Picque, and the light 
tantaftic toe of the younger Veltns, 
to the Rofflis, the ‘Theodores, the 
Coulonsand the Hillifbergs ; while 
the flighted fingers have been difturb- 
ed, not by the voice of applaut, 
but the clamour of inattention. :

Aecount of the Re-appearance of Six 
card, Teacher of the Deaf and 
Dumb, m Paris. 


WENTY-EIGHT months had 

the man, whom the abbée de 

l’k.pee chofe for his immediate fuc- 

cellor, the celebrated and modeft Si~ 

card, been the object of a profcripri- 

on in which he was undefervedly in- 
cluded. 

Concealed im the houfe of a trufty 
friend, who for two years rifked his 
own life tu fave a head of fuch value, 
Sicard untertook the tafk to beftrew 
with flowers the firft itudies of chil- 
dren, to facilitate their progrefs, and 
to render the performance of their 
duty eatfier to the fathers of families. 
In anarrow cell, by the light of a 
lamp, whofe faint glimmer feemed 
loth to difcover the venerable traits of 
the eftimable reclufe, and to betray his 
place of refuge, he wrote his Uurver- 
fal Grammar ; thus revenging himfelf 
on the injuftice of men, only by heap- 
ing new benefits upon them. 

In the mean time, the deafand dumb 
of every age and fex lamented the.ab- 
fence of their teacher : fometimes they 
looked up to the windows of his apart- 
ments, and theireyes were bedewed 
with tears: or they would regard with 
fixed attention the arm-chair, where 
Sicafd had been wont almoftdatly to 
Pp exoand 
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expand their fouls, and render them 
fufceptible of the imprefhions of na- 
ture ; and of the fignificant and vari- 
ous geflures that at other times ani- 
mated their countenances, the expref- 
fions of dejeétion and forrow alone 
remained. 

One of them in particular, can 
Maffieu, the fifth of the fame family 
who had enjoyed the inftructions of 
the venerable Sicard, was fo affeGied 
by the lofs of his teacher, that, to 
pacify him, they were obliged to make 
him acquainted with his place of re- 
fuge. This young man, whofe un- 
derftanding and talents all Paris ad- 
mires, and who, notwithftanding his 
weak ftate of health, -had been pro-

repeatcdly offered to fhare his {mall 
income with Sicard: * My father 
(faid he by means of rapid figns) has 
nothing : I muft provide him with 
food and cloathing, and fave him from 
the cruel fate that opprefies him.’— 
He accordingly took the neceflary 
fteps with prudence, engaged fome of 
his friends to afift him in putting his 
generous project into execution, and 
kept himfelf in readinefs to lay hold of 
he firft favourable opportunity. At 
length the ardently withed-for moment 
arrived. A dramatic poet, whom the 
enthufiafm of lis heart rendered cou- 
rageous ( Bouilly), formed the refolu- 
tion to interefl the public in favour of 
the fucceffor of the abbe de I’ pee by 
producing on the {tage a memorable 
{cene from the life of that celebrated 
founder of the inftirution for inftruct- 
ing thedeaf anddumb. The under- 
taking was dangerous, but the motive 
refiflible. ‘Che audience thed tears 
to the memory of the abbe de I’Epee ; 
and whuilft his fainted name was re- 
peated, the unfortunate Sicard’s like- 
wife refounded. O that from his 
afylum he could have heard thefe af- 
feGing exclamations of a numerous 
and reipectable affembly, this confo- 
jing burit of enthufialin from a peo- 
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ple which paid homage to virtue and 
pleaded the caufe of innocence. 
** Sicard!’’ they exclaimed from 
every fide; ‘* Reftore to us §). 
card !”’ | 

From the emotion that animated 
every countenance, from the applaufe 
that was clapped from every hand and 
efpecially from the indefcribable tranf. 
ports of the author ( Bouzlly/, it was 
eafy for Mafiieu, notwithftanding 
his deafnefs and vy 4 to form an 
idea of theintereft which the andi. 
ence expreffed in favour of his pre. 
ceptor: and he fo well contrived mat. 
ters, that a few days after, he and 
Bouilly met together at the houfe ofa 
leyiflator, who ts a friend of men and 
merit, and of the unfortunate, and 
where a brother of the chief. conful 
of the French republic happened to be 
ona vilit.

This touching language of nature 
excited the admiration of all prefent 
and produced the moft lively emot- 
on.

Jofeph Bonapatt, 
who was moft affected, preffed the 
amiable pupil of Sicard to his beatt 
and requefted his worthy friend ©

He wifhes to: commu- 
nicate to each of his pupils what paf- 
fes in his heart, but all at once fix 
their eyes upon him, embrace him, 
carefs him ;—to extend over them his 
beneficent hands, to tell by figns that 
he loves them all with the fame pater- 
nal affection, that he receives thein 
all jnto his bofom,’ is all he has pow- 
er to do, all that the blifsful intoxica- 
tion of his foul infpires hina with. 

Ag however nothing efcapes his 
penetrating glance, he now obferved 
that his female pupils, reftrained by 
the bafhfulnefs peculiar to their fex, 
venture not wholly to give way to the 
emotion which eradiates from their 
eye, and glows in every feature of 
their expretlive countenances ; affe¢}- 
ed by this ftruggle of modefty and 
fentiment, he goes towards them, 
{tops for a moment, then ftretches out 
his arms, and receives their carefles 
with a tone that feemsto fay, * Shauld 
a father blufh to embrace his chil- 
dren ? 

Whilft thefe bafhful maidens are 
expreiiing to their teacher the joy 
which his retufn occafions them, the 
boys who have made the greateft pro- 
gre{fs approach the table, and deli- 
neate with letters of fire, and the ra- 
pidity of lightning, the emotions 
which animate them. One of them 
thanks the conful and his brother for 
having reftored to them the man froin 
whom they received their moral ex- 
iftence : another defcribes the anxiety 
and melancholy with whichthey were 
overwhelmed during the abfence of 
their beloved preceptor : a third writes 
down the fentence, ‘‘ That virtue and 
truth fooner or later will triumph over 
the artifices of the wicked.’’ At lafi, 
Maffieu himfelf appears at the table, 
and while he prefents to the eyes of 
the admiring {| ectators the protound- 
eft truths of the phyiical and moral 
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fciences, a blooming maiden “places 
on the head of Sicard a wreath of 
poppies and heliotropes, emblems of 
the fadnefs of his people during his 
abfence, and of the immortality with 
which his genius, his patience, his 
beneficent labours, will be crowned.

At thetime of his death, 
as he was manifeftly grown bigger 
fince the laft weighing, if we take 
the fame proportion by which he had 
increafed for many years upon an 
average, viz. of abont aft. a year, 
and only allow. 4lb. additional for the 
laft year, on account of his movin 
about but very little, this wall bring

As to his meafure, he was 5 feet 
og} inches high. His body, round 
the cheft, juftunder the arms, mea- 
{ured 5 feet6 inches and round the 
belly, 6 feet rrinches. [is arm, im 
the middie of it, was2 feet 2 inches 
about ; and his leg 2 feet 8 mehes.—

to ftand forward, and exprefs his abhorrence 
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of the principle, and the bafe mans by which it 
was attempted to be carried, He would moft pofi- 
tively deny the competence of parliament to vote 
away the conftitution. He thought the baflett 
and meaneft ftratagems were employed to fritter 
away that conftitution, by arguing that compe- 
tence, of which all the lawyers and Jogicians on 
earth could not convince him. Adverting to 
fome allufions in the courfe of debate, te the 
conduct of oppofitions, both in England and Ire- 
land in feceding from pa:liament, he defended 
the conduct of both, in having fo done, and 
thereby refufing to give the fanction of their pre« 
fence to the mifchievous meafures of admini(tra~ 
tion, feeing they were defeated in every good 
purpofe for the intereft of the country. In thie 
country, Oppofition however felt it their duty ta 
come forward, and exert their efforts to refeve 
their country, if poflible, from a meafure, that 
if carried into effe& muft be ruinous to Ireland, 
and ruinous tothe empire. As to the imputation 
of factious motives to gentlemen who oppofed 
the meafure, fo far a they applied to him, he 
equally deipifed the flander and the perfons from 
whom it came.—With regard to the fentiments 
of the landed intereft, he could not fay what 
might be the fentiments of Englith defcendants, 
proprietors of Irifk eftates, but he could never 
fuppofe that the way to render the country prof~ 
perous, would be to remove out of it a monftroug 
proportion of the men of landed property. 

An hon. gentlemen had alluded to fome letters 
which had been fent to obtain the real fentiments 
of the independent freeholders upon this mea- 
fure. Hethanked them for the allufion, becaufe 
it gave him the opportunity of avowing the faét, 
and he would ftill preferve in taking every mea~ 
(ure within the law of the conftitution to avert 
this infamous meafure. He fhould have thought 
that minifters when they exprefled a with to 
know the unbiaffed fentiments of the people of 
Ireland, would have been glad to be aided by fuch 
letters as tended to procure it. With refpe& to 
party principles, he had been thirty-five years in 
parliament, he was always hisown mafes, and 
never the flave of influence to any man, or fet of 
men, nor did heevergive a vate in that houfe 
that he would with to retraét. And though he 
fhould fail in the {sme exertion with thofe honeft 
and honorable men, who now refifted this odious 
meafure, he fhould feel it his duty to impede it 
fill farther : for however the throne might be 
befet by miniferial inflyence, he fhould hope 
the unanimous voice of the people of Ireland 
would find its way totheear of a gracious mo- 
narch, and obtain his reje€tioa of a meafure fo. 
fraught with mifchief to his faithful fubjects, 
and ruin to his empire. 

Major Ofborne faid, he heard an hon. meme 
ber on the floor, (Mr. J. C. Beresford) declare 
he would fupport this meafure if it became a law. 
The fat was, it never could become law, and it 
was unconttitutional to fuppofe it could—-parlia- 


’ 


not fay he would oppofe himfelf tothe law: but 
he was {worn, as was every member who heard 
him, to maintain the confiitution, and he would 
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ment could not make thata law for the people, weet 
‘which was to diffolve the conftitution. He did | 
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do fo within and without this houfe. He did not 
{peak this as a threat, nor fay that which he 
would not practice, and if it was parliamentary, 
he wou!d now call on the people. 

This was another queftion on which he would 
¢all on the noble fecretary, whether he meant to 
proceed in his mad career on this queftion, with- 
outexamining witnefles at the bar, touching tts 
effe&lis on the commerce of the country? Did 
he mean to pafs by the fentiments of commercial 
men defpifed and unconfulted ; if he did, it 
would in his mind be the moft extraordinary and 
barefaced precipitancy that ever accompanied a 
great meafore in this or any other country.— 
There was, he feared, in this foul and infidious 
meafure, fome fecret lurking caufe, that did not 
meet the eye, and he ftrongly fufpected it was ra- 
ther a defperate experiment to keep a minifter in 
his place, than a meafure intended to benefit this 
country, or to ftrengthen the connection between 
both kingdoms, already united by the ftrongeft 
of all poffivle ties, mutual attachment, mutual 
¥ntereft, and independence. 

Mr. Saorin faid, it had been afferted by learned 
gentlemen in that houfe, that members of par- 
Jiament were not to be bound by the inftru€tions 
of their conflituentsin voting for meafures, nor 
to be governed by the fentiments of the people 
without doors. But fo far as he could ever com- 
prehend the principles of the conftitution he al- 
ways underftood it to be the bounden and indif- 
penfable duty of the houfe of commons to fpeak 
the fenfe of the people—and that it dare not {peak 
that which was not the fenfe of the people, As 
the circumftance of an individual member net 
inftructed by his conftituents, he might poffibly 
be warranted to at by his own difcretion. But 
the genera! houfe of commons as the reprefen- 
tatives of the people, could not, without violat- 
ing the conftitution, fpeak that which was azainit 
the general fentiments of the people. Hedid not 
mean the chairman of a rabble was the fenfe of 
the people, no man was lefs inclined to refpecé& 
fuch chairman than he was ; but he meant the 
fenfe of the landed proprietors, the men of pro- 
feffion, of learning and information, the mer- 
chants and manufacturers of the country, whe 
were beft able to inveftigate the fubject fand form 
a juft opinion of its probable tendeacy. It had 
been aflerted on one fide of the houfe that this 
fenfe was hofliie to the union—and zealoufly 
contended ou the other, that it was favourable to 
the meafure. Affertions, however, were no 
proofs of fa&t, and he thought before the houfe 
fhould precipitate a decifion upon a meafure of 
fuch importance and virality to the country, fome 
efie€tual mode fhould be adopted to alcertain what 
isthe rea! fenfe of the people of Ireland. He 
bad on a former night when the fubje&t was in 
difeuffion propofed to the noble fecretary a mode 
which in his mind wes the beit poffible criterion 
by which to judge of the true fenfe of the people 
of Ireland ; this mode was to diffolve the parlia- 
ment, to fend the members back to their contti- 
tuents 5 let their conftituents choofe reprefenta- 
tives whe will fpeak theirreal fentiments on the 
mesfure, and the minifter will then have a fair 
opportunity of acquitting his promife upon a for- 
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mer occafion either by adopting or deciding the 
meafure as the fenfe of that people to whofe opi. 
nions he profeffed fo much deference thould bet 
fuggeft. The noble fecretary did not however 
think proper to adopt his fuggeftion, but if he 
wifhed really to be guided by the beft criterion 
which offered for afcertaining the fenfe of the peo. 
ple, let him look to the petitions from every great 
county, and wealthy city, and every refpedtable 
body of freeholders in the kingdom, which now 
crowded that table ; let him look to an oppofitiog 
of one hundred and twenty ‘gentlemen ; inclod. 
ing the firft rank and refident property of the 
kingdom, including the reprefentatives for twep. 
ty counties and thofe for the metropolis ; let hin 
attend to the prevailing voice of refpectable fo. 
ciety without doors, and the univerfal horror and 
deprecation expreffed againft the meafure by every 
rational independent and unprejudiced man capae 
ble of forming an opinion on the fubje&t. But if 
he will not take as a criterion the independent 
reprefentation of the wealth and population of 
the country—if he will not judge from the uni. 
verfally prevailing fentiment of the people with. 
out doors, and if he will not refort to the ex. 
periment of diffolution, how can he otherwife 
poflibly afcertain the fenfe of the people of 
Ireland, for which he avows fuch deference? 
not furely by the affertion of individuals who are 
not the reprefentatives of counties, not the great 
proprietors of landed intereft, but the reprefan- 
tatives of boroughs, incounties where the name 
and perfons are fcarcely known; and if a criteti 
on does not exift in the fentiments of 120 gea- 
tlemen inthat houfe, including the reprefentas 
tives of twenty refpe€table counties and thofe for 
the metropolis, (gentlemen who have taken the 
fenfe of their conttituents, whofe fentiments are 
illuftrated by petitions upon the table, and figa- 
ed, in many inftances, by nineteen-twentieths of 
the freeholders in each county) he knew of no 
other criterion exifting by which the fenfe of the 
wealth and population of Ireland would be af- 
certained. He, therefore, conjured the minifer, 
he conjured that houfe, to paufe and deliberate, 
and not rafhly to precipitate a meafure fo big with 
dangerous confequences. For, fir, faid *he, 
after it fhall have paffed this houfe, be affured the 
nation will review with a fcrutinous eye the 
modes by which it has been carried, the numbers 
who have voted on each fide, the defcription of 
thofe who voted, and the kind of influence which 
has been exerted to procure a majority. You 
are going to impofe a new conftitution on the peo 
ple of Ireland, and if it be directly contrary © 
their fenfe and fentiments upon what principle 
of law can it be binding ? The nation will fers 
puloufly examine the fenfe of this houfe, and the 
manner in which that fenfe is declared—on 0 
fide under the influence of a miniftery who had 
folemnly pledged himfelf he would never gaia 
prefs the meafure after its firft rejection appl 
the preponderant fenfe of parliament and 
people—-and, fir, when they find that the mee 
fure has been carried in direét violation of 
promife, that the majority in favour of this méé- 
fure has been compofed of men influenced by 
promifes or bribes, of adventurers from phe . 
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or recruits from the Britith arrny, who have not 
afoot of landed property in the kingdom, who 
have been fent into the houfe to vote the peop'e 
of Ireland out of their free conftitution into the 
{ybjection of a foreign parliament—is it to be 
expefted the nation will acquiefe ?—-If a new 
conftitution is to be preffcd onthe people by force, 
will any man fay the nation will abide by it ? and 
ifitis carried by fraud, how are they bound to 
fabmit to it ?—=When the nation fhall retieét that 
it is to be loaded with new impofts for the uncon. 
ftitutional purpofe of purchafing the borough 
reprefentation of the country to vote away the 
conftitution, what will the nation think on the 
fybjye& ? 
The meafure may be carried as a minifterial 
qeftion, but it never can be a meafure of union ; 
onthe contrary, it will be one of diftraction and 
difcontent. It therefore mult particularly behove 
gentlemen who fupport this meafure, to fatisfy 
their own confciences that it really is accordant 
tothe fenfe of the country, before they give it 
their decided fupport. 
Mr. Saurin proceeded in afpeech of great ex- 
tent, ability, and found argument, to oppofe the 
meafure of union. He was, he faid, no vifion- 
aty in polities, no adventurer of party 3 he had, 
in compliance with the earnes folicitations of re- 
fpetted friends, but with very great reluctance to 
himfelf, aflented to ftep out of the ufual habits 
of his life and the affiduous purfuits of a labori- 
ous profeflion, to oppofe this meafure in its prin- 
ciple, from the moft perfect conviction of its 
mifchievous tendency. Many refpectable friends 
of his fupported the meafnre alfo on principle-— 
he would not impute wrong motives to any man, 
The right hon. fecretary, in preffing it for- 
ward, might be actuated by the beit views to the 
welfare of this country: But what he would 
wilh ftrongly to imprefs on the minttter, was, 
that as the majority in favour of this meafure was 
| not fuch as he obvioufly expected, a majority 
of the property, the talents and the refpeCtability 
of the country, but that on the contrary the fen- 
iments of the people at large, and even of gen- 
tlemen who were originally attached to the mea- 
fore were hourly becoming more averfe to it ; 
prudence, therefore, would require that if noc 
altogether abandoned, it might at leaft be poft- 
poned, that the country at large might have time 
Wexamine it with leifure, coolnefs, and impar- 
Wally 5 that it might ftand over till the conclufi- 
01 of an arduous, eventful, and dubious war. 
li it thould then appear neceflary and wile, as a 
evolutionary meafure, let it be adopted; but 
bit principle was that it fhoald not be preffed on 
te country againft the fenfe of the nation at 
large and with fo very {mall a majority, which, 
a the latt fifty years of the Bricith parliamentary 
hiftory, had not been deemed py the Britith ca- 
t fuflicient to warrant even fuch a meafure as 
the impofizion of a tax on finall-beer. He was 
rongly inclined to believe, that the minifter 
bethited in the meafure only in the hope that his 
majority would increafe, and the refiftance of the 
Popular fentiment abate ; but every hour more 

HY proved hiserror, It was moft ilrongly 
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oppofed by gentlemen who were by no means in 
the habit of refifting the meafures of govern- 
ment, on the contrary by many of its moft warm, 
fupporters, upon the fulleft fenfe of its injuftice, 
its impropriety, and its mifchief. Its introduéti- 
on in the midit of war, and during the exiftence 
of martial law inthe country, and againit the 
decided fenfe of the loyalty of the land, would 
but paralyfe the fpirit of loyalty, and favour the 
views of jacobinifm and rebellion, which, did 


it again break out, he fhould dread the confe-» 


quences, while the ardour of one half the loye 
alty of the country was cooled, aud the affedti- 
ons of the other half detached by the meafure. 


- Seeing therefore, no arguments of neceflity ad- 


duced to fupport this meafure, no defect in the 
conftitutional independence of Ireland, nor in the 
legiflative power of its parliament, to redrefs the 
local grievances, and promote the profperity of 
the country—feeling thofe capabilities fully ef- 
tablifhed by the eonftitution of 1782; feeing 
this country attached by both feeling of mutual 
intere(t and mutual affe€tion to Great Britain, 
lamenting for the fame defeats, exulting in the 
fame fuccefles, ferving in the fame armies and 
fleets, glorying in the fame conftitution and fun- 
damental laws, and perceiving every where the. 
fenfe and fpirit of the country determined againtt 
the meafure, he deprecated it altogether, and 
wished at leaft that it might be poftponed for three 
or four years, that if it fhould be carried at all 
it might be with and not againft the fenfe of the 
people. If it was a good meafure for the coun- 
try now, it would be a good one then, and if it 
was not likely to be a good meafure, then it 
fhould not be now adopted. He concluded by 
voting for the motion of gt agp 

The attorney general, afeer exprefling his 
higheft fenfe of efteem and refpe& for the hon. 
member’s perfon and talents, replied much upon 
the general principles of arguments already fami- 
liar in fupport of union, 

Mr. Mafon alfo fupported the meafure, 

Mr. Ormiby fupported the meafure of union 
as one to extend and not to limit the conftitutional 
independence of Ireland—one to imperialize and 
dignity, and not to degrade the rank of the coun- 
try. 

Mt r. Stanley followed Mr, Osmiby on the fame 
fide, 

And the iffue of the difcuflion, as we menti- 
oned in our laft, was the pafling of the 1ft, ad, 
and 3d refolutions in the committee without a di- 
vifion, and the pottponing further procedure on 
the bufinefs of this day.

R. Pitt brought down the following mei- 
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GEORGER. 

Te is with the moft fincere fatisfaétion that his 
majelty finds himfelt enabled to communicate to 
this houfe, the joint addrefs of his lords and 
commons of Ireland, laying before bis majefty 
certain refolutions which contain the terms pro- 
pofed by them for an entire union between the 
two kingdoms. 

His majetty 1s perfuaded thatthis houfe will 
participate in the pleafure with which his ma- 
‘jefty obferved the conformity of fentiment ma- 
nifefted in the proceedings of his two parliaments 
after long and careful deliberation on this moft 
smportant fudject ; and he earneflly recommends 
to this houfe to take all fuch further fteps as 
may beft tend to the fpeedy and complete exe- 
cution of awork fo happily begun, and fo inte- 
refting to the fecurity and happinefs of his ma- 
jefty’s fubjeéts, and to the general ftrength and 
profperity of the Britith empire.

granting to his majefty certain duties upon in. 
come ;’ which, being read a firft time, he moy. 
ed that it fhould be printed for the convenience of 
members, and lie on the table tilla day fhauld be 
appointed for a fecond reading.—-Ordered. 

17.] The order of the day being read, fog 
taking into confideration his majelty’s meffage oa 
the fubje€t of the Irifh union, 

Mr. Rofe faid, chat in confequence of the in. 
difpofition of the chancellor of the exchequer, 
he was under the neceility of poftponing it til! 
Monday next. 

Mr. Rofe then moved, that the order of the 
day for the fecond reading of the income bill, 
which ftood for to morrow, fhould be difcharged, 
and that the fame be poftpdned to Friday fe’n- 
night, in order that opportunity might be afford. 
ed to confider feveral objections made thereto, 
and to adopt alterations or additions accordingly, 

Mr. Tierney with fome warmth rofe, and de. 
fired to know through what quarter had thofe 
objections been ftarted.—He knew of no quarter 
but that of the houfe of commons, from which 
objections could legally or honettly be fubmitted, 
It abounded with many objections, not only the 
bill then in queftion, but the whole meafore; 
and for that reafon he took the opportunity now 
of giving notice, that on Thurfday next he would 
move the houfe for a repeal of it altogether. 

Mr. Rofe differed with the hon. gentleman, 
and was of opinion, that without any degradat- 
on of ‘ parliamentary dignity, objections might 
very fairly be made and heard, and alterations 
adopted accordingly, when grounds for fuch al- 
terations were fubmitted. 

Mr. Tierney contended that the bill in its pre- 
fent fhape was unprecedented, as inftead of amené- 
ing an old law, it was forming a new one, which, 
if that had been fairly ftated, the houfe would 
not have had the difgrace of being duped into the 
adoption of an att which reflected reproach 
them. Thisbill took the tenth of every mans 
income, together with the addition of the affellee 
taxes, which were particularly exempted from 
thac of laft year.

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The folicitor general entered into a Jong dif- 
cuffion on the principle and propriety of the bill, 
and the hafty manner in which gentlemen were 
chen prematurely reflecting on it. He fpoke to

jsabill, which by the introduction of fome clauf- 
estherein, that ought previoufly to have been 
yoted in a committee of the whele houfe; is fo 
yitiated, that it muft be withdrawn.

Mr. Pitt rofe and faid, as the fentiments of 
this and the other howfe of parliament already 
expreffed their fenfe of the adoption of the mea- 
lure on its general prieciple, it was now his daty 
to lay before the houfe, without further recapie 
tulavion, and within one comprehenfive fcope, 
the complete views of the yovernment of both 
countries, which, in compliance with his ma-~ 
jefty’s molt gracious meffage, had been confider~ 
ed as fic to fubmit to parliament, and here con- 
fented (o already. 

The right hon. gentleman then proceeded to 
{tate the feveral refolutions, which were fimilar 
to thofe moved by lord Grenyille in the houfe of 
lords. 

Mr. Grey rofe and faid, that withour ventur- 
ing into the tedious contideration of the detail 
of the fubjeQ then before the houfe, he had no 
hefitation at once in detlaring that he abhorred 
even its principle, and thould oppofe it accord- 
ingly. He would ailure the houle that a union 
was held in deteftation by the almoft unanimous 
Opinion of the people of Ireland. ‘The landed 
intereft was againft it, and the whole trading pane 
of the community. Of the 300 Irith members, 
120 were decidedly hottile toit; of the 162 thac 
voted for it, he knew that 116 were placemen or 
Englith generals in command there, who had not 
afoot of landinthe country. He fhould there- 
fore move for fufpending all further proceedings 
till the people of Ireland are fatisfied. 

Mr. Dundas‘entered into a very long argument 
in favour of the meafure ; afferting that Scot- 
land was benefited by the union, and uling a va- 
riety of arguments to that effect, 

Mr. Tierney, againft the meafure, and in fupe 
portof Mr. Grey's motion, took a comprechen- 
five view of the fubjedt, and concluded with fay~ 
ingy that, confideriug it in whatever way he 
might, he deemed it equally difgracetul to Irc- 
land, and detrimental té this country. 

The houfe then divided on Mr. Grey’s motion 
—for it, 305 againftit, 236 ;—majority, 206. 

The further confideration of the report was 
ordered for to-murrow. 

22.] Mr, Pit moved for the houfe to re- 
folve itfelf into acommittee, further to contider 
the union. 

The houfe being in a commictee, he then 
faid, that he would poftpone all Thurfday the 
confideration of thofe articles that relate to te 
admiffion of the 100 members into that houilc, 
and thofe relative to the chuich and to comme.ce, 
confining himfelf fimply to the feventh article, 
as it adverted to the contribution Ireland fhouid¢ 
hereafter pay, which he did by merely ‘moving 
that refolation of the Lrith parliament, which, 
after fome debate, was agreed to, aad the fur- 
ther difcuilion on the union ordered for Thurflty 
next. 

23.] Sir Charles Bunbury moved, that the 
proper officers do lay betore the houle accounts of 
the number of perfons confined for civil debts ia 
the various prifons within the bills of mortality. 

‘The motion was feconded by Mr, Buxton, and 
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immediately granted, and the requifite orders 
iffued forthwith accord™mgly. [This is under- 
ftood to be prepasatory to an infolvent ad, in 
confequence of the very crowded ftate of the 
gaols of the metropolis with diftrefied debtors. ] 
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The bill for authorizing the iffue of exch. 
quer bills was read athird time, paffed, ang on. 
dered to the lords.

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FRANCE, 
N the 8th ef September, when the empe- 
ror of Germany was at Alt Oettingen ac- 
companied by his brother, the archduke John, 
it appears that an Auitrian officer waited on ge- 
neral Moreau with an intimation that he had re- 
confidered the propofitions that were figned by 
the count St. Julien at Paris and that nearly the 
whole of them would be accepted ; a wifh was 
exprefied at the fame time that the armiftice might 
be furthér prolonged. In the mean time the em- 
peror has obtained a prolongation of the armittice 
for forty-five days by confenting to place in the 
hands of the French (as a pledge of his fincere 
intentions) the ftrong holds of Ulm, Ingolftadt, 
and Philipfburg. The neceflary fteps have been 
taken by Bonaparte for opening the negociation 
at Luneville, general Clarke having been ap- 
pointed commandant of the town. In confe- 
quence of this explanation, it is faid, the chief 
conful fignified to the court of St. James’s, his 
readinefs to admit the accredited minifters of this 
country toa general congrefs, provided a mari- 
time armiftice were confented to by the Britith 
government. The propofition has however been 
rejected, and the reafons are to be given foon 
after the meeting of parliament, when the mi- 
nifter is expected to fubmit to the public the 
whole correfpondence between Bonaparte and this 
country. 

On the 6th of Oober the minifter for foreign 
affairs delivered to ihe firft conful the convention 
figned the firft of that month between the French 
and American minifters, and this event was an- 
mounced by a difcharge of cannon. The firtt 
conful proceeded to Mortfontaine with his fa- 
mily on the 6th of OGober, where he was join- 
ed by the two other corfuls, all the minifters, 
the members of the corps dipiomatique, the coun- 
fellors of ftate, the prefidents of the fenate, of 
the legiflative body, and tribunate, and feveral 
perfons formerly in the fervice of the united 
ftates, among whom was general La Fayette. 
There was 2 fumptuous entertainment provided 
on the eccefion, after which the firit conful gave 
the fullowing toaft, ‘ To the man¢s of the 
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French and Americans, who died on the field of 
battle for the independence of the New World,’ 

One of the moft important articles of intel. 

igence from Pars is however the difcovery of a 
plot to affaffinate the chief conful. It appears 
that a man, named Demerville, living at No, 
24, Rue des Moulins, had diftributed money, 
and that fome perfons of notorioufly bad charac. 
ter frequénted his houfe. It was diftin@ly lean. 
dd onthe oth of Otober that eleven of them 
were to attack the firft conful as he came out of 
the opera, Thefe individuals were knows, and 
the police had taken frit meafures of vigilance, 
On the roth of O&tober two of thofe rufffans 
who are Romans, and are named Caracchia were 
arrefted at the opera. They were armed with 
cutlaffes. Demerville and fome of his accom. 
plices, were arrefted in the night. Demerville 
and Caracchi have, it is faid, confeffed every 
thing. Thefe wretches are for the moft part 
perfons accuftomed tocrimes by the mafflacres of 
September, and thofe of Verfailles. 
GERMANY. 

From Vienna the very imterefting intelligence 
is received of the refignation of baron Thugut, 
who had in faé&t difcharged the duties of prime 
minifter, ever fince the death of primce Kaunitz, 
and has been confidered as ftrongly favouring the 
profecution of the war. Count Lehrbach, who 
fucceeds him, was always his partifan; they 
have conttantly adepted the fame fyftem. A 
change of perfons did not, therefore, neceflae 
rily involve a change of principles; but it 8 
certain, at leaft, that they propofe to change 
their means, if they do not change their objet. 
M. de Thugut did not with, itis faid for peste 
with the republic upon the bafie propofed, and 
he didnot with to make it feperate from England, 
He always refufed however, to admit into his 
calculations, for the continuance of the wa 
any hopes of new affiftance from Ruflia. He 
pronounced decidedly againft Suworrow, and 
nothing either to calm his refentment, or 0 Te 
tain his troops in the coalition. If the nomin 
tion of count Lehibach adds nothing to the hopes 
of peice in Germany, that of the count et 
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gel, forthe coriferences at Luneville, is in ge- 


‘geral confidered as a happy omen. They affere 


on the other hand at Vienna that Thugut is not 
difyraced, but that he gave in his refignation. 
He ie confidered as the only perfon cayabie of 
entering into the fpirit of Avflrian policy. 
Lehrback is only accounted as an able executor 
of the forms of its Ciplomacy. 

SPAIN. 

A more dreadful enemy than even a hoftile ar- 
my has invaded a part of the Spanifh dominions. 
We are forry to learn by letters from Cadjz of 
the th of September, that the mortality in that 
city has been much greater than there was rea- 
fon to fuppofe. The epidemic diforder, or as 
fome fuppofe it, the plague, which prevails 
there, carried off no fewer than 3,600 perfons 
between the 18th of Auguft and sth of Sep- 
tember, on which day two hundred and leven 

fons died. The diforder generally carries -off 
thofe whom it attacks on the third or foarth day, 
The firft fymptoms are a pain in the limbs and 
bones, and violent vomitings. About 30,000 
inhabitants have fled thecity, about 40,000 re- 
main init. No perfon is now fuffered however 
to leave Cadiz, and a cordon of troops is drawn 
along the peninfula, to prevent all intercaurfe 
with the country. at 
EGYPT. | s 

Letters from the combined Britifh and Turkith 
fleet, off Alexandria, dated the gth of July, 
fiate, that fir Sidney Smith had fent lieutenant 
Wright, of Le Tigre, to Cuiiro, charged with 
difpatches to general Menou, and the allics wait- 
ed with folicitude the anfwer, The grand Vizier 
Was encamped with about 39,000 men at Jaffa, 
and was actively engaged in p:eparations to ad- 
vance againft the enemy, fhould che million of, 
Mr, Wright fail to induce them to evacuate 
Exypt. The moft triendly and cordial tntercourfe 
fubfifted becween the Britifh aad Turkish forces, 
the captain pacha, and fome of the priacipal of- 
ficers of his fleet, fpént the greater part of the 
bth of July on board Le Tigre. Sir Sidney 
Smith had only two Englith thips, but two others 
were hourly expetted to join him. ‘The Cor- 
morant (loop of war, sharyed with difpatches . to 
fr Sidney Smith, was lof off Rofecta early in 
a. The whole of the crew, and a king’s 

enger who wasn board, reached in (afety 
the Egyption coaft, where however they are de- 
tained as prifoners of war. 
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The captain pacha who on leaving Joppa failed 
to Cyprus, accompanied by fir Sidney Smith, to 
Obtain a fupply of provifions, has refumed hie 
ftation before Alexandria, where he is to wait 
the arrival of the lighr veffels which affift in 
meking diverfions along the coaft. 

‘Ene pacha of Romelia, known in Turkey 
under the appellation of the * Maa ef Terror* 
(according to letcers received by the lat Hameo 
burgh mail) had made feveral attesnpts againit 
Pafwan Ogiou, all of which provea abortive 5 
in alateengagement with Pafwan Oglou he waa 


defeated, and forced to retreat as far ag Sophia 


with his army, where he is now entrenching him- 
(elf, and waiting for reinforcements. This ins 
telligence caufed an extraordinary fining of the 
divan at Conftantinople, in which it was refoly~ 
qd Co deprive Pafwao Oglou of ail his dignities, 
and declare him one of the moft dangerous re 
bels againit the Porte, which was aétually done 
on the following day, with the ufual oriental 
ceremonies. The grand fignior determined at 
the fame time, no longer to oppofe fingle corps 
to that rebei, but a numerous army, headed by an 
experienced general. In the fame fitting of the 
divany the moft vigorous continuation of the 
war in Egypt was refolved upon, 
RUSSIA. 

The condy& of the emperor Pau! continues te 
be extremely equivocal ; for, while he is afem- 
bling two large armies in Volhynia and Lithuania 
amounting together to 130,000 men, apparently 
to fupport our ally the emperor of, Germany in 
his renewed oppofition to the French, he had 
iffued from Riga an edict laying an embargo oa 
all Britith property in Ruffiaon account of the 
late detention of the Danith convoy. The 
embargo proviforily laid on Englith thips in the 
Ruffian ports is however fince taken off, in con 
po sa of information being received, that che 
differences between Great Britain and Denmark 
are amicably feitied for the prefent. 

AMERICA.

On Sunday evening in confequence of fome 
ptivate information received at Bow-ftreet, Mil- 
ler, Sayer, Limbrick, and others of the officers, 
apprehended one Daniel Grady, who was charged 
with being concerned in the rebsilion in the co, 
Kerry, Ireland, in the years 1797 and 1798, in 
which he was defcribed to have been particularly 
aétive, and to have murdered three perfons with 
his own hands, at fome barracks, where they 
went to feize arms and ammunition.

yefterday morning, on the keeper's going to open 
his cell, found dead, having deftroyed himfelj 
by pulling a leather cap he had on when taken 
over his face, and binding it fo tight with a filk 
handkerchief over his nofe and mouth, and then 
round his neck, as to break the grittle of hig 
nofe, and caufed fuffocation. A quantity of 
blood having fettled in his face, it is fuppofed he 
muft have been dead fome time. He was a very 
handfome, well made man, about 30 years of 
aze.

HIS MAJESTY’s SPEECH. 
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His majefty came to the houle of peers 
and being in his royal robes, feated om the throne 
with the ufval folemnity, fir Francis Molyneux 
gentleman ufher of the black rod, was fent with 
a meflage from bis majefty to the houfe of com 
mons, commanding their attendance in the houle 
of peers, The commons being come thither at 
cordingly, his majefty was pleafed to make the 
following molt gracious fpeech : 

¢ My lords and gentlemen, 

‘« My tender concern for the welfare of my 
fubjeéts, and a fenfe of the difficulties with whieh 
the poorer claffes particularly have to ftruggles 
from the prefent high price of provifions, have 
induced me to call you together at an earlier pe 
riod chan 1 had otherwife intended. No objet 
can be nearer my heart, than that, by yout 
and wifdom, all fuch mews may 
as may, upon full confideration, appear 
colin’ is allevtsel this fevere preffure, and '@ 
prevent the danger of its recurrence, by RO 
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mating, as far as poffible, the permanent extenfi- 
ens of improvement of our agriculture. | 

¢ For the objet of immediate relief, your at- 
tention will naturally be dire€ted, in the firtt in- 
fance, to the beft mode of affording che e:rlict 
and the molt ample encouragement for. the im- 

rtation of al! deicriptions of grain from abroad, 

‘ Such a fupply, aided by the examples Which 
you have fet on former occafions, of attention to 
economy and frugality in the co: fumption of coro, 
is moft likely to contribute to a reduction of the 
prefent high price, and to infure, at the , fame 
time, the means of meeting the demands fui the 
neceflary confumption of the year. 

‘ The prefent circumitances will alfo, I am 
perfuaded, render the ftate of the laws refpeCt- 
ing the commerce in the various articles of pro 
vilions, the object of your ferious deliberation.
